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Thanks  to  a  generous 
donation  from  the  Cannon 
Charitable  Trusts,  students 
returning  to  Wingate  this  fall 
found  significant  improvements 
in  most  campus  dormitories. 
These  improvements  were 
important  to  student  retention 
and  recruitment,  and  made  the 
residence  halls  more 
comfortable.

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The  theme  of  freshman 
orientation  this  year 

was  "Getting  It  All  Together,"  and  that  is 
exactly  what  the  class  of  1996  prepared 
to  do.  Through  planned  social  and 
academic  activities,  incoming  freshmen 
had  the  opportunity  to  learn  about 
Wingate  College  and  to  forge  new 
friendships  with  their  classmates. 

In  the  past,  orientation  was  held 
three  times  each  summer.  However,  with 
the  increasing  number  of  out  of  state 
students,  administrators  decided  to 
combine  the  three  smaller  orientations 
into  one  large  one.
